Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 8, 
2002 has been entered. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The rejection of claims 1-5 under 35 USC 102(b) over Mookherjee et al. ('098) is 
maintained. 

In the Remarks filed June 7, 2002 and the declaration filed June 12, 2002, 
applicant argues the conditions for the process of the present invention are quite 
different from those of Mookherjee and reference is m^t^to examples shown in the 
present specification. Applicant's argument was not persuasive for the following 
reason. 
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The claims are read in light of the specification but the broadest meaning is given 
upon evaluation. When interpreted broadly, the instant claims encompass all the 
conditions of the prior art process and, thus, are anticipated by Mookherjee. In order to 
argue that the reaction conditions of the claimed process differ from these of the prior 
art, said conditions have to be within the claims. Therefore, the examiner suggests 
incorporating that which makes the claimed process novel over the prior art process into 
the instant claims. Without said incorporation, the examiner maintains that the ordinary 
artisan in the art would expect identical process steps utilizing identical reactants under 
identical reaction conditions to result in identical products. It has also been held, that 
where the steps of a process are the same as the prior art, and the only difference is in 
the recital of the products produced, the process may properly be rejected as 
anticipated. In re Sussman , 141 F2d267, 31 CCPA921. 

For these reasons and those given in previous Office Actions, the rejection of 
claims 1-5 under 35 USC 102(b) over Mookherjee et al. ('098) is maintained.
